In declining to commute the death 
sentence of McDonald the governor 
issued the following statement: 

Applicant was convicted at the Decem- 
ber term, 1921, of Fulton superior court 
of the offense of murder, without rec- 
ommendation, and given the extreme penal- 
ty of the law. He is under sentence to 
be hanged on September 1, 1922. 

The facts, in brief, are: On October 8, 
‘1921, the applicant went to a house in 
which a colored woman named Minnie Cow- 
an lived, and asked her to get in an auto- 
mobile and go to ride with him. She re- 
fused, and after he repeated the invita- 
tion once or twice, and she refused, he said: 
“Tf you don’t get into the car, I am 
going to kill you,’’ pulled out a pistol, 
shot and killed the woman. 

It is a case of deliberate, cold-blooded 
murder, so far as the record in the case 
discloses or suggests. No reason whatever 
that is worthy of tonsideration has Been 
suggested for any medification to the ex- 
treme penalty of the law.

Walker Would Bankrupt 

State, Hardwick De- 
clares in Speech at La- 
Fayette Tuesday. 


LaFayette, Ga., August 29.—(S 
cial.)—Declaration that Cliff Waik. 
ers announced advocacy of expendi- 
tures would bankrupt the state was 
made by Governor Hardwick in his 
speech here today. 

“Walker could not possibly add on 
millions of dollars of expense, cut out 


the tax and keep the state out of 


bankruptcy,” said the governor. “Mr. 
Walker not only does not offer any 
plan to raise additional revenue to 
meet his gag new appropriations, 
but says he is in favor of repeating 
the present tax-raising system and 
that he is opposed to any new tax 
laws. Now, isn’t that ridiculous?” 

The governor compared his idea of 
a business-like administration with 
what he termed Cliff Walker’s “ruin- 
ous financial policy.” 

Overcame Deficit. 

“When I togk office,” he said, “the 
state had a deficit of $3,000,000, most 
of which was due for coufederate 

ensions and school teachers’ salaries. 

paid these obligations, arranged so 
the state institutions would get only 
one-twelfth of the appropriations each 
month, except in case of emergency, 
and was bending my efforts to have 
the legislature pass a budget and 
audit law so that a proper check and 
balance could be kept upon the state’s 
fi. ances. 

“T have been doing all I ean té 
eliminate waste, extravagance and 
stealing.” 

He said the pension bill he vetoed 
carried a million and a quarter dol- 
lars for an entirely new class of pen- 
sions, such as confederate veterans 
who had moved into Georgia from 
other states, and widows of veterans 
who married after 1870. 

Legislature Condemned. 

He pointed out that the bill 
question did not affect the 10,000 
pensions of the old classes, all of 
whom are to continue drawing $100 
a vear. 

The legislature was strongly con- 
demned by the gvvernor for passing 
appropriations “when it knew there 
would be no revenue with which to 
pay them.” :

47 Miners Trapped 
By Gold Mine Fire, 
Believed All Dead 


Jackson. Cal., August 29.—Rescue 
crews dre clearing out tonight a caved- 
in tunnel leading from the Kennedy 
to the Argonaut mine in the hope of 
reaching 47 miners trapped by a fire 
in the main Argonaut shaft. I+ is 
expected that the work will take two 
days at least, but mine experts say 
it appears to hold out the only 
hope for the imprisoned men. 

The rescuers have figured that the 
tunnel will come below fhe lowest 
fire level in the Argonau®. 

Hope for rescuing the men through 
the main shaft was abandoned when 


it was determined that the fire was + 


gaining. The tearing out of consider- 
uble timbering at the 2,500-foot lev- 
el did not seem to impede the flames, 
according to governmene experts, and 
the fire was making its way toward 
the shaft car tonight. 

An appliance for detecting any 
sounds or signals that mey be made 
by the entombed miners, if they are 
oy alive, was to be put inte the tun- 
nel, 

Superintendent V. 8S. Garbarini and 
those who have come to his aid refuse 
to abandon hope. It is barely pos- 
sible that the miners imprisoned in 
the 4,300, 4,400 and 4,500 foot levels 
of the deep gold mine, may have suc- 
ceeded in preventing the gas fumes 
from flaming timbers from penetrat- 
ing the underground chambers where 
they were working. 

Wolfin, superintendent of 
the bureau of safety, expressed the 
hope that there may be pure air 
enough at the bottom of the mine 
to keep the men alive until they can 
be rescued. The timbering at the 2.- 
500 and 2,600 foot levels of the Ar- 
gonaut is being torn out to check 
the flames. 

Tracks are laid in the tunnel now 
being cleared and this ‘s facilitating 
the work there. The men are work- 
ing in four six-hour shifée. 

Canary birds told the rescue work- 
ers the futility of attempting further 
descents into the shaft of the Ar- 
gonaut mine. The birds gave their 
lives in warning of the danger of the 
descent. 

They were lowered into the shaft 
by rescue workers from. the state bu- 
reau of mines at Berkeley. The 
strings paid out as the canary cages 
were let down were carefully meas- 
ured. The tests showed that the de- 
scent to 2,700 feet could made 
but that farther was perilous.

While the 1920 toll from all public 
and industrial accidents—represent- 
ing a population ‘he size of that of 
the state of Nevada—was a decrease 
of 3,300 over 1911, the beginning of 
the decade, the balance on the credit 
side of the 1920 ledger was only 400 
over the 1919 figures. 


Automobile accidents were held re-| 


sponsible largely for the unfavorable 
experience of 1920. In that year 
there were 1,200 more deaths from 
that cause than in 1919. Thirty 
deaths a day, a total of 11,000, was 
the record of automobile fatalities in 
1920. Reports now available indi- 
cate an increase in 1921 in the num- 
ber of deaths from auto accidents. 


HERRIN WITNESS 
BALKS ON STAND 


Marion, Ill., August 29.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The veil of secrecy 
that has been thrown around the grand 
jury investigation of the Herrin mine 
war of June 21, causing 26 cas- 
ualties, was drawn tighter this after- 
noon, not even the names of the wit- 
nesses being divulged. 

This stringent action followed the 
report that one witness had declined 
to testify. The witness, whose name 
would not be given out, was turned 
over to the sheriff, but given an op- 
portunity until tomorrow to recon- 
sider his refusal, when he will again 
be called before the grand jury. 

More than two score of witnesses 
were called in to the grand jury dur- 
ing the day, the chief witness being 
Alton P. Findlay, of Chicago, a time- 
keeper of the Southern Illinois Coal 
company, owners of the mine during 
the trouble. He was constantly 
guarded during his stay here. Find- 
lay was shot twice during the mas- 
sacre that followed the surrender of 
the mine employees and.only his pres- 
ence of mind saved him by feigning 
death when the “clean-up” squad of 
the mob went over the battle ground. 

It is understood that he furnished 


the grand jury valuable information 
as to the apparent leaders of the 
mob. 

Employees of an electrical railway 
running between Herrin and this city 
also were among the witnesses of to- 
day, and it was said that they too 
had given valuable testimony that fur- 
nished a strong link in the evidence 
the jury is trying to link about those 
who are suspected of being responsi- 
ble for the massacre. 

Reports coming from authentic 
sources described the testimony of 
some witnesses heard during the aft- 
ernoon session, as disappointing to 
the investigators, in that the witnesses 
seemed to “have forgotten’ facts 
which the prosecution had chiefly re-| 
lied upon as being the basis of the 
inquiry. 

Attorney-General Edward J. Brun- 
dage, who has charge of the invest!- 
gation, announced today he would ex- 
pedite the investigation in view of the 
fact that the first two days of the 
inquiry had already produced an abun- 
dance of evidence.

Say Pension Act 


Sought to Prolong 
Office, Not Term 


It now seems apparent that the act 
of 1920 which, through its ambiguity 
has been interpreted to mean that the 
commissioner of pensions might 
hold office indefinitely, or until 
the general assembly might otherwise 
provide, was intended to prolong the 
office, or position, as a part of the 
State machinery, of a commissioner of 
pensions, and not the “term,” as used 
in the text of the act.

The average temperature for Au- 
gust has been about a degree Fahren- 
heit cooler than normal, said Mr. von 
Herrmann. ‘The mercury has regis- 
tered 90 or above but six times during 
the month; however, the record maxi- 
mum temperature of the summer was 
made August 2 when 93.6 was re- 
corded.

GENERAL HARRIS, RETIRED. 

Next Thursday Major General 
Peter C. Harris, the adjutant gen- 
eral of the United States army, will 
1ave completed his four-year term 
in that responsible position, and 
by provisions of law will go on the 
retired list. 

He is now in Europe resting from 
the strain imposed upon him dur- 
ing and after the war, his office 
having been the ctearing house for 
the stupendous details revolving 
around the war department during 
those trying years, and in the man- 
agement of all of which General 
Harris rendered valuable and effi- 
cient service. 

He will be succeeded as adjutant 
general by Major General Robert 
C. Davis, who was the adjutant 
general in the expeditionary forces 
overseas. 

General Harris. is. a- Georgian, 
and Georgia is proud of him. He 
is a native of Polk county, and a 
brother of United States Senator 
William J. Harris, Dr. Seal Harris, 
of Birmingham; Professor Harris, 
president of the School for’ Deaf 
and Blind at Cave Spring, and 
Major Hunter Harris in charge of 
the army recruiting offices in At- 
lanta, 

He was assigned to the adjutant 
general’s department in 1914, and 
appointed the adjutant general on 
September 1, 1918. For his serv- 
ices in this department during the 
world war he was awarded the 
distinguished service medal by the 
government of the United States, 
the legion of honor (commander) 
by France and the Order of the 
Crown (commander) by Italy. 

Senator Morris Sheperd, of 
Texas, read into the Congressional 
Record a few days ago a memo- 
randum of service of General 
Harris issued by the war depart- 
ment officially, and on the whole 
it was a remarkable tribute to the 
zeal, energy and judgment, in war 
and in peace, of a man who has 
served faithfully and conspicuously 
in one of the most difficult posi- 
tions attached to the great ma- 
chinery of that department, 

That memorandum of several 
pages concludes with the follow- 
ing Striking paragraphs: 

“The records of the world war today, 
three years after the signing of the arm- 
istice, are far more nearly complete than 
were those of the civil war thirty years 
after its close and are equally as acces- 
sible as were the records of the civil war 
after they had been carded and assembled 
in individual jackets at a cost of many mil- 
lions of dollars. 

‘During the Spanish-American war Gen- 
eral Harris was nominated by the president 
for brevet captain for gallantry in battle 
at Santiago de Cuba, July 1, 1898. 

“In addition to duty with troops and in 
the adjutant general's department, General 
Hiarris has served on the general staff and 


represented the war department at the 
Buffalo exposition. 

*‘He was born at Kingtson, Ga., graduat- 
ing from the United States Military acade- 
my in 1888, from the Infantry and Cavalry 
school in 1895 and from the Army War col- 
lege in 1908."’ , 

Georgia has furnished a large 
number of men who are prominent 
today in army and navy circles, in 


Washington, and throughout the 
world where Old Glory flies, but 


none of them have attained higher 
rank or been more prominently 
identified with the activities of war 
than has General Peter C. Harris.

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>» SUPERFLUOUS HAIR. 

The best advice for the average 
young woman who discoveres hairs on 
her skin is that she leave them alone. 
A woman's skin is covered everywhere 
with fine hairs, except only the palms 
and soles, and it is unwise to attempt 
to remove these practically unnotice- 
able hairs which are discovered only 
by the closest inspection. It is true 
that the temporary removal of hairs 
by any of the various depilatory rem- 
edies—all of which are of course but 
temporary solvents, and none of which 
will permanently destroy hair—or by 
the razor, which is as efficient: and 
rather less irritating than chemical 
depilatories, tends to make the hairs 
heavier and more noticeable when 
they grow out again. f 

A common error is the belief that 
the use of this or that cosmetic or 
cold cream causes hair to grow on 
the skin. Nothing except the depila- 
tories will do that. j 

For the removal of hair from the 
armpits a small safety razor is pref- 
erable to any other means, although it 
is not advisable to remove the natural 
hair growing in the armpits. It 
serves a useful purpose there in carry- 
ing the perspiration and aiding in its 
natural evaporation. ' 

Electrolysis is the only method 
which permanently destroys hairs on 
the face without risk of injury. Hairs 
otherwise may be permanently de- 
stroyed by X-ray treatment, but the 
risk of a burn is such that competent 
operators seldom if ever use X-ray 
treatment for this purpose about the 
face, except perhaps to epillate a 
bunch of hairs from a local lesion 
such as a mole or a patch of ring 
worm. 

Forty to fifty coarse hairs may be 
removed at each sitting: from ope half 
to one tenth of these will grow again. 
not having been destroyed by the cur- 
rent. . Nothing but a single needle 
can be safely used, that is, with any 
degree of efficiency and without caus- 
ing any sear formation. The use of 
the electric needle for destroying hairs 
does not stimulate the growth of the 
finer or invisible hairs of the region 
treated. Sittings should be about a 
week apart, where .a considerable 
growth is to be destroyed, such as a 
beard on a woman's face. Hairs here 
and there should be selected for re- 
moval, and not a bunch in one spot. 
More or less irritation and sometimes 
swelling follows the treatment and 
lasts for several hours, but this sub- 
sides by next day, provided— 

Provided the operation has been 
conducted in the same aseptic man- 
ner as a competent surgeon employs 
in all operations. Attempts at such 
treatment by unqualified persons 
sometimes. bring isaster. Women 
secking such treatment should bear 
in mind that even digging for “dead 
hairs’ by the barber is a frequént 
cause of septic infection and grave 
consequences for the man 80 reckless 
as to submit to that kind of barber 
surgery. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Weak Ankles. 


I turn over on my ankles very oft- 
en, sometimes with much pain. Is it 
likely to cause permanent injury? I 
never wear high heels and I prefer 
low shoes or slippers.—Mary O. 

Answer—Probably you need general 
physical training and special exercises 
for the feet, ankles and legs, such as 
the heel and toe drill—rising slowly 
as high as possible on toes, then slow- 
ly sinking to. floor, from 10 to 50 
times each night and morning, bare- 
foot, toeing in. Tennis, running and 
hiking are good, and so is ballet danc- 
ing and esthetic dancing. Low shoes 
or no shoes are best. Some girls in 
their ’teens, with weak ankles or 
pronated feet, need the help of careful 
support by adhesive plaster strapping 
of the feet and ankles for a few 
weeks. This of course requires medi- 
eal attention. The other movement 
of the heel and toe drill consists of ris- 
ing in the same manner on the heels, 
toeing in. 

No Harm in Being Stung. | 

We raise bees, and in working with 
them I frequently get stung. The 
sting causes a swollen spot which 
remains quite sore for a few hours. 
Will this poison, or whatever it 18s, 
ultimately cause any trouble? Of 
late I have felt run down and had a 
large abcess—P. L. N. 

Answer.—No. More likely the ab- 
cess caused vou to rvn down. 

Flaxseed Habit. 

I saw vour answer about flaxseed 
for constipation. How much do _ you 
take and now often?—Mrs. H. W. 

Answer.—I_ suggested taking a 
rounded teaspoonful of whole (un- 
sround) flaxseeds once daily. either 
washing it down with water or other 
beverage, or mixing it with any cereal 
when about to eat. 


Texan Writes of 
Senatorial Result 
In That State 


Editor Constitation: As a native of 
Texas, I was much ingerested in Mr. Hol- 
loman’s article on the Texas senatorial race 
in this morning’s per. At the 
end of this article he mentions that Con- 
gressman Mayfield has secured the nomina- 
tion. The democratic nominee, Earle May- 
field, is not a congressman and never has 
been. For many years he has been one 
of the members of the Texas railroad com- 
mission. 

The press has been claiming that May- 
field’s nomination is a victory for the Ku 
Klux Klan. This ig not exactly a correct 


deduction from the actual facts in the case. 
It is true that the Texas Nilan supported 
Mayfield, both inthe first and second pri- 
maries, but his victory was more the resuit 
of a combination of circumstances. In the 
first primary there were six candidates— 
Farle Mayfield, Senator Culberson, Clarence 
Ousley, Cullen F. Thomas, James E. Fer- 
guson and Robert L. Henry. Henry was 
an avowed member of the kian, but the 
klan had the good sense to throw its sup- 
port to Mayfield as the man more likely 
to win. The better element in Texas di- 
vided on Culberson, Thomas and Oustey, 
any one of whom would have been a credit 
to Texas in the epg? States senate, 
This gave Ferguson and Mayfield the lead 
in the first primary. 

Ferguson was impeached while governor 
of the state, and was altogether undesir- 
able. This left the people of Texas no 


other alternative than to vote for May- 
field as the best of the two offering. While 
Mr. Mayfield’s record and attainments 
would not seem to qualify him for a seat 
in the United States senate, at the same 
time, Texas seems to be In the same boat 
with other states; the calibre of public 
men all over the cou:try ts steadily declin-' 
ing. Personally, I do not think that 
Mayfield’s klan connections will work to 
the injury of the people of Texas, but the 
result over there ought to serve as a warn- 
ing to other states. Unless the people 
unite on the best man available for public 
office, we may expect to see such offices 
continued to be occupied by se! f-seeking 
politicians, rather than statesmen. Thou- 
sands of the best people of Texas today 
are bitterly regretting the result’ in that 
state, but unless they take more interest 
in public affairs, a far worse man than 
Mayfield will be forced on them.

“The open school door on Sep- 
tember 11 is the golden opportunity 
for the youth of Atlanta. The old 
idea that the child drags himself 1az- 
lly to school and enters upon his 
school duties as if scourged to a task, 
is the wrong conception, for both 
parent and child, of the open school 
door. course, every father and 
mother expects to send/the smaller 
children to school, but there are those 
who are older, and. some of these have 
reached years of ‘accountability where 
they commence to think for them- 
selves, 

Many of these children who are 
Wat we call early adolescents, rang- 
ing fram 12 years up to 20, have 
decided that they will drop out of 
school and go to work. Each one 
constitutes a problem to himself or 
herself. What shall be the attitude 
of father and mother toward the boy 
or girl who is inclined to drop out 
of school and go to work? This is a 
question which I cannot answer for 
you. I can only suggest that every 
means known to man should be used 
to show the young man or young 
woman the error of his or her way, 
and encourage them to get back into 
the line where opportunities will 


come, 
Ask to Get Back. 

“The 26 cases of young boys about 
18 to 20 years of age who have ap- 
pealed to me during the past ten days, 
asking that I help to devise some way 
whereby they may be able to get back 
into high school, constitute sufficient 
argument in themselves that every 
parent should do his utmost to see 
that every boy and girl of high school 
age gets back into school. Several 
of these boys have stated to me that 


when they were 14, they could have. 


continued in school, but now the fa- 
ther is dead, and there is a widowed 
mother. In some cases other smaller 
ehnildren are dependent upon them. 


They have been at work for four or! 
five years and now realize that ad- 
— is an absolute impossi- 
ity. 
_ “What can be done, that they may, 
help both the family, and at the same 
time continue in school? Perhaps 
if the parents had seen insistent, 
these boys might have continued in’ 
school. There is a deep and last- 
ing responsibility resting upon the 
fathers and mothers to see that these 
older boys and girls are kept in school. 
The future welfare of the family 
depends upon them, the wealth and 
happiness of the children depend upon 
it, the usefulness and service to so- 
ciety is at stake, and most of all, 
the usefulness and service to society 
rests upon the decision of the boy 
or girl to remain in-school or to drop 
out. 

“The individual human brain is not | 
the product of one age. Wur ideas, 
our conceptions, our thoughts, the 
possibilities that are within us, have 
been wrought out by generation after 
generation. Our ability to learn, to 
study, to reason, to work out the prob- 
lems of life has come do» to us 
through the suffering, the prayer, de- 
privation, the hardships of the genera- 
tions of the past.

Shall our children add to the possi- 
bilities of the human brain? Or shal] 
they retrograde?

“TI sincerely trust that this message 
will not sound presumptuous. It is 
given from the heart and life of one 
who feels deeply the responsibilities 
that are laid upon him.

Having Secured Better 
Rating for Oil Mills, 
Boifeuillet Works for 
Gins and Compresses. 


John T. Boifeuillet, state fuel dis- 
tributor, declared Tuesday that he is 
hopeful that cotton gins will be placed 
in class one or class two of the coal 
priorities list for coal shipments fol- 
Jowing receipt of news that cotton 
compresses have been moved up on 
the list. The instructions relative to 
compresses were received Tuesday by 
the distributor. 

Since the recent favorable action of 
the federal distributor in moving for- 
ward cotton oil companies on the pri- 
ority list Commissioner Boifuillet has 
been working in bebalf of the cotton 
gins and he said he had noted indica- 
tions which pointed to the fact that 
the gins also would be favored for

The act of the federal distributor in 
putting compresses in class one was 
based on the condition that the state 
commissioner prepare ¢ertain forms 
and submit them to the Washington 
office. ‘These forms were prepared 
Tuesday and sent to the federal dis- 
tributor, Commissioner’ Boifeuillet 
stated. 

_ In reference to the compresses be- 
ing placed in class one Commissioner 
Boifeuillet said: 

Some days ago one of the large com- 
press companies in Georgia made application 
to the state fuel distributor for coal for 
conpresses in a number of cities in the 
atate. 

In forwarding the applications to the fed- 
eral fuel distributor at Wasnington, the 
state fuel distributor addressea a letter to 
him in which the following language was 


used; 
Transportation Phase. 

“The compress company believes it !s 
entitied to priority en shipments of coal, 
virtually along with the transportation lines, 
Jnasmuch as cotton cempresston is so close- 
ly related that it is, in fact, a part of 
transportation. If the operation of compress 
plants ts prevented on account of lack of 
fuel, the movement of the cotton crop will 

e im ible and the results will prove 
disastrous not only to the railroads, but to 
the whole industrial fabric of thts and other 
estates. In addition to the necessity of han- 
diing cotton shipments at compresses, the 
compression of cotton enabics tne railroads 
to save equipment, which is of prime im- 
portance at this critical time. 

‘Allow me to state a fact, which yon 
already know, that compresses were placed 
on the priority list, along with the rail- 
roads, in the extremely critical coal crisis 
during the war, and this action was taken 
by the fuel administration becanse of the 
fact that compression is essential and a 
part of transportation.” 

The state fuel distributor nas fust been 
notified by Mr. H. B. Spencer, federal 
fuel distributor, that he ‘‘will be pleased 
to place a priority No, 1 on thee compres« 
orders,"’ if the state fuel distributor will 


submit to him certain forms 
to r inst

The evidence for the plain- 
tiffs also showed that no identification 
tags had been placed upon these babies, 
prior to the alleged exchange. Judge Bell 
referred the issues of fact to a jury, and 
favored an early trial at the next term of 
court. The defendants’ attorney filed ex- 
ceptions, claiming that the court had com- 
mitted error in referring the case to a 


jury. 
Trial Postponed. 

The defendants’ attorney later filed a 
motion to dismiss the plaintir®s’ case, on 
the ground that it could not be chanced 
from a habeas corpus action to an equita- 
ble proceeding, to determine the parentage 
of the child, Louise Madeline, 

When the defendants’ motion to dismiss 
was not heard within a reasonable time, 
the plaintiffs’ attorney placed the case 
itself on the trial calendar; and when the 
case was reached for trial, the defendants’ 
attorney called attention to his motion to 
dism'ss, which if sustained, would dispose 
of the case. Accordingly. the case was 
taken off the calendar for a trial on its 
merits, pending a decision on the defend- 
ants’ motion.

number to supervise and test the car- 
riers’ inspection system. Nothwith- 
standiny, interstate commerce commis- 
sion inspectors during July  in- 
spected 4,U85 locomotives on 162 rail- 
roads finding 2,456 defective, and 169 
unsafe to operate. Many of the de- 
fects noted, it was said, were of no 
importance, but 992 engines still in 
service were found to have defects 
in need of prompt attention. 

It was pointed out that the condi- 
tion of disrepair indicated did not, in 
the judgment of the inspectors, aftect 
the safety of operations exeept in 
the case of the locomotives put out of 
service. It was, however, impossible, 
the commission said, for its inspection 
staff to report on the changing condi- 
tions of the 70,000 locomotives now 
in service where safety requirements 
are established by law. 

Disorder in West. 

Attorney-General Daugherty § an- 
nounced that a separate investigation 
organization would be built up imme- 
diately in Los Angeles, in charge of 
Hiram C. Todd, United States attor- 
ney for northern New York, who is 
to resign his position at once to accept 
this special appointment. It will be 
Mr. Todd’s duty, it was said, to con- 
duct inquiries into the possible crimi- 
nality involved in the series of train 
stoppages and interruptions to inter- 
state commerce in the west. Likewise, 
the attorney-general sent formal in- 
structions to all federal] district at- 
torneys to follow up any violations 
of federat coum injunctions obtained 
by railroads to prevent strikers and 
their sympathizers from molesting op- 
erations in shops and yards. The 
law, Mr. Daugherty said, must be “im- 
pressively enforced” in the matter. 

The 1920 wage schedules will be re- 
established. The operators agreed to 
attend the joint conference at Cleve- 
land, October 2, where a new wage 
scale to become effective after March 
31 will be discussed. 

Since the Cleveland conference, 
which marked the beginning of the 
end of the bituminous coal strike, 
companies, large and small, have fall- 
en into line with one exception. The 
Pittsburg Coal company has refused 
to discuss any settlement proposal 
which included the check-off and this 
organization resigned from the Coal 
Producers’ association yesterday. 

The Pittsburg Coal company is op- 
erating a number of mines on a re- 
duced scale with non-union labor. 

According to district officials of the 
United Mine Workers’ the settlement 
reached with the Pittsburg Producers’ 
association. means that 90 per cent 
of the 45,000 miners who went on 
strike have been authorized to return 
to work.

NEW PLAN MAY END 
ANTHRACITE STRIKE. 

Washington, August 29.—A _ pro- 
posal that the strike in the anthracite 
coal fields be settled immediately on 
the basis of the wage scales in effect 
last April was advanced through Sen- 
ator Pepper tonight at a conference 
of -representatives of operators and 
mine union officials. Some of those 
participating in the conference ex- 
pressed belief that the proposal offer- 
ed hope of ending the long continued 
suspension in the hard coal fields. 

Under the proposal, the controver 
sial issue of arbitration as a means of 
reaching agreement on wages. would 
be set entirely aside, and the only 
important question to be decided 
would be that of how long the com- 
promise would be effective. 


SOFT COAL MEN 
SIGN AGREEMENT. 

Pittsburg, August 29.—The _ Pitts- 
burg Coal Producers’ association to- 
night accepted the terms of the Cleve- 
land agreement and signed a supple- 
mental agreement with the United 
Mine Workers’ organization to imme- 
diately reopen 54 mines employing 
more than 10,000 men.

athletics. The general public knows 


little or nothing about this conflict, 
and perhaps care less, considering it 
merely.a row between two rival organ- 
izations. 

Yet behind this struggle for contro] 


‘or jurisdiction over athletic sports is an 


issue which is vital to the public 
welfare, and as widely separated as 
black and-white. 

On the surface it seems merely a 
contest between the Amateur Athletic 
union on the one side and the Na- 
tional Amateur fedération on the other, 
If it were only two rival bodies seek- 
ing control of certain athletic sports 
the people would not be concerned. But 
the organizations stand for entirely 
different ideas. The A. A. U., an old 
established organization, has had con- 
trol of athletic contests in the United 
States ever since athletics became an 
important part in our national life. It 
never has concerned itself with the de- 
velopment of athletes, with the physi- 
cal upbuilding of the nation, nor with 
fostering or encouraging athletics. Its 
mission has been to handle, direcé and 
arrange contests between the highly 
developed specialists. 

Now eomes the National federation, 
holding identically the same standards 
of amateurism, but basing its right to 
existence on a plan to develop the 
physical welfare of the people of the 
United States.

The National federation, through its 
constituent bodies, owns and controls 
nineteen-twentieths © of all the swim- 


ming pools, more than that proportion 
of gymnasiums, more than nine-tenths 
of the athletic fields. Yet, under the 
peculiar situation, the A. A. U., which 
actually controls nothing save perhaps 
the gymnasiums and pools of perhaps 
nine of the big athletic clubs located 
in cities, claims entire power over ali 
track and field meets, swimming meets, 
boxing, wrestling and gymnastic con- 
tests. 

It has succeeded in incorporating in 
the Olympic games rules a rule which 
compels any American-entrant to any 
Olympic event to have two guarantors 
—one of whom must be the A. A. U. 

In other words, the A. A. U., if it 
sees fit, can bar any American from 
competing in the French Olympie un- 
less he or she submits to the A. A. U. 
government. 

Having put this over on the Eure: 
pean Mlympic directors, the A. A. U. 
representatives now are in position to. 
tell the army and navy, the colleges, 
the gymnasts, the fencers and all oth- 
ers tifat unless they submit to A. A.’ 
U. dictatiom they cannot enter the’ 
Olympic events.

— protested they were told that the 

A. A. U., through the American Olym- 
pic committee (which is controlled by 
the A. A. U.) “would enlist enough 
mayors, prominent politicians and big 
men all over the country to drive the 
federation out of the game.” In other 
words, the wise politicians of the A. A. 
U. knew that the average prominent 
citizen, ignorant of the inside of the 
situation, would lend his name readily 
to any “Olympic committee” promo- 
tion. Then his name could be used to 
stand. The

The Life of a Vacuum Tube 
When the filament of a vacuum tube is heated to a high tempera- 
ture the metal volatilizes, that is ,turns into a vapor at a rate which is 
dependent upon the temperature to which the filament is heated, the 


higher the temperature the faster the filament volatilizes. 


If the fila- 


ment is of the metal type the cross section area is continually reduced 


by the volatilization process with a resulting increase in resistance. 


In 


the case of the coated filament the resistance remains practically con- 
stant throughout the life of the tube since the heating current is carried 
principally by the core of the filament, the oxide coating only, evap- 


Orating. 


If the metal filament is operated at constant voltage throughout its 
life, as the cross section diminishes there will be an increase in resis- 


tance and a consequent decrease in current. 
a decrease in the electron emission, 


A decrease in current means 


which is an undesirable feature. 


If the filament is operated at constant current rather than constant volt- 
age the life of the filament will be materially shortened. 
The life of a filament of the metal type is also affected by the diam- 


eter of the wire of which it is made. 


The larger sizes of wire, having 


a much longer life than the smaller wire filaments, may be operated at 


a high temperature and still last as long as the smaller tilament. 


The 


life of a filament is greatly shortened by operating at a temperature in 


excess of the normal temperature. 


Since it is not convenient to directly measure the temperature of 
the filament under actual operating conditions it is customary to rate 
the tube at a certain filament current which, of course, will gradually 


decrease as the filament decreases 


in size with length of service. In 


the case of the coated filament, “bright spots,” or portions of the fila- 
ment which are at a higher temperature than the rest, may be observed 
when the filament is nearing the end of its useful life. 

The normal life of the standard tube filament in use today should 


be about 2,000 hours or more with reasonably careful usage. 


A life of 


ten times this length is sometimes obtained with tubes used in laborato- 


ries in experimental work. 


In some types of tubes, especially those of low vacuum, and to a 
lesser extent in those of high vacuum, there is a certain amount of ioni- 
zation due to collision resulting in the formation of positive ions which 


bombard tlie filament and cause local excessive temperatures. 


This con- 


dition is not so apparent in three electrode tubes as in tubes of the two 
electrode type and is not so important a factor as the filament current 
itself which is dependent solely upon the adjustment made by the 


operator. 


A filament of the coated type should never be heated a dull red or red- 


dish yellow and should never approach brilliancy. 


The metallic filament 


on the other hand operates most satisfactorily when at a temperature 
which ‘causes it to become incandescent. 

The use of two great a filament current and therefore too high a 
temperature will result eventually in a black deposit volatilization of the 


filament and the formation of the deposit. 


This condition is often the 


cause of the break down of the insulation inside of power tubes and is 


due principally to overloading of the tube. 


It is possible to get as much 


as 70 watts output from a tube rated at 5 watts but the life of the tube 


will be only a few minutes. 
hundred per cent. 


In this case the tube is overloaded several

TO RESUME WORK 
ON WILSON DAM 


Washington: August 29.—Funds 
totaling $600,000 have been authoriz- 
ed by President Harding to enable 
army engineers to begin construction 
work on the Wilson dam at Muscle 
Shoals, Ala., on an extensive scale, 
pending use of the $7,500,000 appro- 
priated ,by Congress which becomes 
available October 1, it was officially 
announced today. 

Brigadier General Taylor, assist- 
ant chief of engineers, explained that 
the $600.000 was authorized from an 
old appropriation: of which an unex- 
pended balance of about $900,000 re- 
mained subject to «presidential dis- 
posal. 

Secretary Weeks, acting on the 
Suggestion of Major-General Beach, 
chief of army engineers, recently ask- 
ed the president for a decision which 
would have permitted the $900.000 to 
be used at Muscle Shoals. The re- 
maining $300,000, it was explained, 
was reserved and probably would be 
nHowed the agricultural department 
for use in making experiments with 
nitrogen for fertilizer use. 

Army engineers enstimated that 
they would be able, with the $600.- 
000 allotted them, to increase oper- 


ations at Muscle Shoals on an ex- 


tensive scale and continue until the 
$7,500.000 became available in Octo- 
ber. They said Colonel William Bar- 
den, commanding the Muscle Shoals 
district, probably would employ ad- 
ditional Iaborers and put machinery 
in use to the maximum possible under 
the funds now at his disposal. 


NO MUD IS SLUNG 
AT KIRKWOOD RALLY 


One of the most orderly and con- 
servative political rallies held since 
the city primary caraspaign began 
several weeks ago was staged Tues- 
day night in front of the Kirkwood 
pharmacy. Complete harmony and se- 
renity prevailed in both the audience 
and on the improvised rostrum, where 
more than 25 speakers, including the 
Six maqoralty candidates, concisely 
stated their policies without mud- 
slinging or indulging in personalities, 
except im @ more or less friendly 
vein. 

The audience of about 500 seemed 
pleased with the remarks of all can- 
didates and without exception voiced 
appreciation by applauding each 
speaker at the conclusion of his ad- 
dress,

Tribute to Women. 

_Dr. John C. White, mayoralty ean- 
didate, outlined his platform which he 
Stated, was to give Atlanta a clean, 
progressive, ‘“‘free-from-politics” ad- 
ininistration in the event he is elected 
to the ofiice. Dr. White's tribute. to 
the women of the city, considered the 
oratorial high light of the meeting, 
was met with vociferous applause, 
almost Malf of the audience being com- 
posed of women. 

Dr. White stated that the time had 
come for Atlanta to eliminate poli- 
ticians from the folds of the city gov- 
ernment. “If there are any politicians 
in this audience,” he stated, “I want 
to tell you now that the city govern- 
ment is no place for you to roost.” 

James R, Nutting, Walter A. Sims 
and James L. Beavers, the three re- 
maining mayoralty candidates, re- 
iterated what they have already an- 
nounced in their official platforms, 
each promising to render his best serv- 
ices should he be elected. 

Woodward Speaks. 

James G, Woodward was the first 
candidate for mayor to address the 
crowd. He told of his past experience 
in working for the progress of At- 
lanta. Beginning in 1888, the speaker 
asserted, he has served Atlanta in 
more than one capacity. As mayor of 
Atlanta in that year he offered a 
measure to council providing free 
school books in the public schools, 
only to have the measure defeated by 
one vote when it was placed before 
the aldermaniec board, he stated. 

C. F. Jackson followed Mr. Wood- 
ward and told of his experiences in 
the sanitary department during the 
last several years. He emphasized the 
importance of electing a man for the 
mayor's chair who would judiciously 
handle the $20.000,000 of the taxpay- 
ers money which will be expended 
during the next two years, claiming 
that he possessed such qualifications. 

An interesting record of cases 
brought before him since he assumed 
duties as recorder of municipal court 
was disclosed by Recorder George R.
